We have had full employment all 
during the time Europe had practically none; we were 
warm when they were freezing; we were well fed when they 
were starving. 

The quota assigned to the Diocese of Fort Wayne for 
this Sunday’s big Relief Collection is $50,000.00. It must, 
therefore, average from $1.50 to $2.00 per family in every 
parish, or our quota will not be reached. 

A little from every family, constituting, in the aggre- 
gate, from $1.50 to $2.00, will produce the fund which the 
Bishops are certain is absolutely needed.

“stem the tide of godless, mater- 
ialistic animalism that is so rapid-

Truman was read, in which he ex- 
pressed concern over “evidences of 
real peril to the American family.”

cities of the nation, Bishop Bar- 
tholome declared: “May this re- 
newal and rededication throughout 
the churches of America shock the 
unthinking into deep reflection.

May it silence sophisticated lead- 
ers of Church and State, who 
pleasantly and with a learned air, 
propound unnatural, biological, 
seudo-scientific remedies for fam- 
iy welfare. May this rededication 
direct God’s protective eye on the 
homes of America, so that He shall 
be able to look, as He once did to 
Bethlehem, for sons and daughters 
who shall do His will and bring 
peace to earth and eternal citi-

We very reluctantly yielded to 
rationing of anything, while 
even today the people of most 
eountries of Europe have little 
to eat and less to wear; and dur- 
ing this winter, the coldest in 
years, they have been without 
heat in churches, schools and 
homes. 

Last Christmas Eve the Holy 
Father spoke as follows: 

There looms over vast terri- 
tories of Europe and the Far 
East the specter of the most 
appalling famine and starvation. 
Bread—in the literal sense of 
the word—is needed by entire 
populations. . . It is but human 
that those on whom fortune is 
smiling should be inclined to 
keep aloof and forget the 
wretchedness of others. There- 
fore, we say once more to all 
who can lend a helping hand: 
let not. your zeal grow cold; let 
your help be ever more avail- 
able and generous! 

$5,000,000.00 is a large sum, 
in itself, but do you realize how 
small a sum it is when divided 
over all the Catholics of the 
country? It amounts to only 
twenty cents each, or about 
$1.00 per family. But because 
there are always the niggardly 
and the indifferent, the average 
that we must expect per contri- 
buting family will be from 
$1.50 to $2.00.. Does that seem 
a large amount for a relief col- 
lection once a year?

Charities, in many places, call 
for $5.00 per family each year; 
we are asking $1.00 for that, 
plus the support ‘of the Na- 
tional, Diocesan, Deanery and 
Parish NCCW. The Propaga- 


tion of the Faith membership is 
$1.00 and it, added to the Mis- 
sion Sunday Collection, takes 
eare of Catholic mission activi- 
ties throughout the entire world. 
This Society, because it has to 
do with the spread and preser- 
vation of the Faith, is very 
richly indulgenced, and_ the 
Catholics who withhold member- 
ship because it calls for $1.00 
certainly have no appreciation 
for the faith which they receiv- 
ed so easily. We take our faith 
as a matter of course, when, as a 
matter of fact, it is the most 
precious gift, that even God, 
with all His almighty power, 
can bestow upon a human being. 
It is the chief requisite for 
everlasting bliss in God’s eternal 
Paradise. 

We make these observations 
because we are certain that 
those of you who might be prone 
to criticize may reflect, and 
rather thank your Church that 
'so much is made available for so 
little.

to grow worse? This anxious query 
oceupies the mind of every atten- 
tive observer of European develop- 
ments. Without a doubt, the coun- 
tries extending from the Danube 
to the Vistula are on the eve of 
decisions which will determine 
their spiritual destiny for centur- 
ies to come. 


The actual situation is charac- 
terized by three main features: 
1. The losses incurred by the 
Church during the reign of nazi- 
dom; 2. The advance and progress 
of communism even towards West- 
ern Europe; and 3. The new su- 
premacy acquired by Russian Or- 
thodoxy among the Western Slavs, 
now united to Soviet Russia. 


The body of the Catholic Church 
in Central Europe is bleeding 
from many wounds. The loss of 
blood is considerable, primarily in 
Yugoslavia, where in the course of 
the inner conflicts and the fighting, 
continuing unto this day, hundreds 
of priests have been killed, and in 
some districts all Catholic minis- 
try has been put to an end. 

In Hungary, the Church has 
been hit hard by the radical agri- 
cultural reforms, which have de- 

rived it of vast stretches of land 
Cieeainad to it, ever since the 
Middle Ages, by royal grants and 
donations. It has lost all those 
sources of revenue which had up 
to now enabled the building of 
churches, the upkeep of Catholic 
schools, hospitals and scientific in- 
stitutions, expenses for the defray- 
ing of which no lasting and satis- 
factory solution has been found. 

The Church in Czechoslovakia is 
faced with even greater difficul- 
ties. The border provinces have, 
through the expulsion and depor- 
tation of their German populations 
totalling 3,000,000 persons, lost 
their entire pastoral organization. 

In Austria, where the Church 
was not endowed with landed prop- 
erty extensively, as was the case in 
Hungary, but where the State, ac- 
cording to a legally established or- 
der, contributed to the mainten- 
ance of the pastors, the transition 
to the present situation has been 
more gradual. Within the Central 
E area the Catholic 
Church in Austria represents an 
element of order and promising 
vitality, though still suffering un- 
der the losses inflicted by the nazi 


me. 
> other institution in Austria 
was attacked so egereameey by 
Hitler as the Catholic Church. It 
was here that nazidom recognized 
its most formidable foe. So it left 
nothing undone in its attempt to 
uproot the Church economically, to 
discredit the clergy, to silence the 
Church by a system of terrorism, 
and to bring about the apostasy of 
the faithful. The Austrian State 
had granted subsidies to the 
Church as a compensation for the 
geizure of Church property under 
the reign of Joseph IJ. These sub- 
sidies were stopped at once in 
1988. ‘The Bishops were allowed 
to do no more than appeal to the 
faithful for a. voluntary so-called 
Church “tax.”

This first attack of nazidom 
proved to be a failure. The sec- 
ond, the attempt at the intimida- 
tion of ‘the clergy, failed too. In 
Austria, 784 priests were sent to 
prison—176 in Styria alone; 97 
were confined to concentration 
camps, where 22 of them died 
wretchedly; 13 were condemned to 
death or murdered in prison by the 
Gestapo, among whom was the 
Provincial of the Viennese Pro- 
vince of the Franciscan Fathers. 
But as the reign of terror increas- 
ed, the splendid heroism of modest 
vicars—priests, curates and monks 
grew in the same measure. It was 
all of no use to the aggressors, 
even though they drag priests 
into prisons at the slightest pro- 
vocation. 


One of my Dachau fellow prison- 
ers who died in captivity, was the 
Tyrolian parish priest, Father 
Neururer, from the neighborhood 
of Innsbruck. He had been ar- 
rested for having refused the 
Church’s blessing in a case of open 
bigamy. He was treated with par- 
ticdlar severity, with reduced food 
rations, until he died of exhaus- 
tion. Whereas National Socialism 
as a rule disregarded the Sacra- 
ment of Matrimony, this brave Ti- 
rolese landed in a concentration 
camp for refusing to sanction a 
“marriage.” 

The Nazi offensive against the 
mass of indifferent Catholics was 
far more dangerous and more ef- 
fective. During the first year after 
the occupation of Austria, the 
number of apostasies grew to un- 
heard-of dimensions. All who 
were not religiously steadfast and 
were swept along in the nazi tide, 
broke down completely. In the 
first year of Nazi occupation, the 
Catholic Church in Austria lost 
roughly speaking 80,000 of its 
6,000,000 adherents. This deser- 
tion of the Church increased in 
1989, when the Church lost an- 
other 110,000. 


The worst conditions as a result 
of this propaganda for apostasy, 
were to be found in the Styrian 
diocese, which in 1938 lost 17,476 
of its 960,000 Catholics, and 27,- 
854 more in 1989. From 1938 to 
1945, this diocese counted a total 
of 86,375 apostasies, almost one 
tenth of the officially-registered 
Catholics. 


Altogether the Church in Aus- 
tria lost approximately 240,000 
Catholics during the occupation by 
Hitler. Some of these apostates 
were weaklings who became a prey 
to terrorism. The majority, how- 
ever, were educated people, who 
already were estranged from the 
Church, and had only remained 
registered as Catholics. It is to be 
feared that some of these are lost 
to the Church forever. 

Of those who abandoned the 
Church, about one quarter have re- 
turned. In Styria before the end 
of 1945, of the 86,375 apostates, 
20,489 had been readmitted. The 
number of readmissions increases 
still, from month to month. 

As soon as the war was over, 
the Austrian Bishops issued severe 
instructions for the treatment of 
the apostates who crowded the 
parish offices, demanding readmis- 
sion. They had to be shown that 
eee could not be changed like 
a shirt, and that a condition for 
the return to the Church was an 
earnest intention. Those seeking 
readmission have to follow ‘a 
course of instruction lasting sevy- 
» during which their

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the losses suffered by the diocesan 
and religious ¢lergy through the 
fact they have not been able to 
admit young students and novices 
during the war years. In 1946 
there were only 445 students in 
theology in the seminaries and re- 
ligious institutions of all the Aus- 
trian dioceses, as compared with 
739 in 1938. Only the dioceses of 
Upper Austria, Salzburg and Tyrol 
formed an exception and have a 
satisfactory number of recruits 
for the priesthood. In the Archdio- 
cese of Vienna, which suffered 
from a lack of priests before the 
war, the number of students in 
theology has dropped down to a 
quarter of that of normal times. 


Nuns, especially, deplore the 
Sharp decline in religious voca- 


tions among young women. The 
Ursuline 


nuns, especially, are 
lacking replacements for their 
educational establishments, and 


the Sisters of Charity for their 
hospitals. 

This brief review may sound 
dismal and depressing, but it can 
be asserted with great confidence, 
even though many of our Churches 
and our Sanctuaries are in ruins, 
even though the living body of the 
Church be covered with wounds 
which are not yet healed, the pres- 
ent and the outlook for the future 
are full of promise that out of the 


ruins will rise a new and st 
ro 
life. —

Religious convictions must 
be transformed into deeds; they 
must not be barren of fruit in 
everyday living. 

Godless men denied God’s ex- 
istence; they derided things sacred 
to men; they persecuted His 
Church; they used satanic means 
to tear from the hearts of youth 
the faith of their forefathers. But 
God is not mocked. Fire was 
rained down from heaven carrying 
death and destruction in its flames. 
The scenes which one sees in Ger- 
yman cities are indescrible. 

In Berlin there is not a single 
house or building that is untouched 
by the war. Cologne, Wuerzburg, 
and Dresden are practically level- 
led to the ground. Nothing was 
spared. Blockbusters and fire 
bombs were dropped on factories 
and railroad. yards, houses of 
schools, churches, hos- 
pitals, homes for the aged, or- 
phanages, and on monuments of 
culture, old and new. 

Gaunt, ghost-like ruins stare one 


viin the face in cities and towns, 


large and Bricks and 
stones, reinforoed concrete, water 
pipes, and radiators are a tangled 
mass of wreckage. How people 
can live in these ruins is inex- 
licable. Yet they do, but their 
iving {fs hardly that of human 
beings, rather that of rats in their 
holes. There is no other place to 
go. Homes on the countryside are 
crowded with some twelve million 
refugees and expellees from lands 
east of Germany. 

In the face of this stark tragedy 
that has overtaken the people of 
a once proud now humilated na- 
tion one may wail with the pro- 
phet: “Vast as the sea is your 
misery. The stones of your sanc- 
tuaries lie scattered on the streets. 
Children cry for food and sunlight, 
and no one is there who will give 
it to them.” 

Is there no lesson in this for us 


‘|who were spared the horrors of 


this barbarous war? Yes, there is 
for those who have eyes to see and 
The destruction of 
the material things wrought over 
the years by the hands of men 
should be a sign to them of the de- 
struction of materialism—the sys- 
tem which has taught men in our 
age to set store by the things of 
matter, to attach their hearts to 
the goods of this earth, to evalu- 
in life by money, 
wealth, and other material values. 


\The judgment of God has come 


upon materialism, which disdains 
and defies Him, which speaks of 
religion as opium for the people, 
which derides as weakness ideals 
of love, mercy, and compassion.

irit of enthusiasm for their 

atholic Faith. Societies repressed 
by Hitler and his henchmen are re- 
appearing with the enthusiasm and 
vigor of other days. The Kolping 
Societies, whose members are 
chiefly craftsmen and trade-work- 
ers, manifest their old spirit of 
— their faith and for their 
work, 


Workingmen Societies, which 
band workers of a parish together 
with the aim of training them for 
leadership in their respective trade 
unions, are being re-formed in 
every diocese of Germany. 


Guilds of lawyers, doctors, pro- 
fessors, and men of science, as well 
as societies for university stu- 
dents are making their appearance, 
despite a thousand cares of a ma- 
terial kind. Women, mothers, 
young ladies, and school teachers 
are rebuilding the societies, parish 
and diocesan, in which they labored 
in former years with much zeal for 
religious education, culture, and 
charity. Youth, especially through 
meetings, conferences, and leader- 
ship courses, is girding itself with 
the enthusiasm of crusaders for 
the battles that lie ahead. 


The difficulties for good organi- 
zational work, of course, are tre- 
mendous. Paper shortage hampers 
the Catholic press; interzonal con- 
trols, difficulties of travel and 
housing, lack of adequate food 
make large gatherings impossible. 
Yet, despite hardships, thousands, 
and in a few instances, in densely 
populated areas, tens of thousands 
appeared for gatherings to be en- 
couraged anew by their bishops, 
priests, and laymen for the tasks 
that awaited them at home. They 
eame on foot, or on bicycle, or by 
train. Automobiles are very scarce. 
For their food they ate what they 
brought along for the day. At con- 
ferences of several days, or at 
leadership courses lasting a week 
or two, the hardships endured be- 
cause of an inadequate supply of 
food and poor housing conditions 
are truly great. But greater is the 
heroic courage with which they are 
endured. 


Needless to say, not all are 
fired with the same enthusiasm for 
the tasks of the times. There are 
those who are disheartened by the 
huge problems that confront their 
nation; there are those who are 
tired, hungry, and starved, burden- 
ed heavily with the daily tasks of 
keeping themselves alive; there 
are those who are listless and in- 
different to the call of the aposto- 
late of Christ. 

Yet, despite great handicaps the 
Church in Germany is making 
rapid progress under the new 
freedom that is hers. The earnest- 
ness of devotion to the Church of 
Christ and loyalty to the Holy 
Father is genuine. The Pentecostal 
fire from heaven has enkindled the 
minds and hearts of large numbers 


for Christ’s cause. One is edified 


by what one sees and hears.

Fr. Smith Instructs Jackson On Apostles Mission\::

MR. J: What does the conversion of the Jews, about which 
we have been talking, have to do with the Second Coming of 
Christ, Father? 


FATHER S: As we know from other parts of 
(See Rom. Scripture, the Jews must first come into the Church 
Xh25 before the time of the Second Coming of Christ. St. 
Peter is urging them here to come in immediately and to hasten 
that much desired time when -all the just will reign with Christ 
in Heaven. 


11-22-26 Their obligation in this matter, St. Peter went 

; on, was something which their own Sacred Scriptures 
warned them of. In a prophecy which all the Jews knew was 
Messianic, God, speaking through Moses, had demanded their | 
allegience to His prophet, the Messias, and had threatened with 
destruction any who refused to obey Him. All the other prohpets, 
too, ‘beginning with Samuel, eleven centuries before Christ, had 
ennouneed these days which were now upon them, the times of 
the Messias. These people were the children of the prophets and 
of the covenant; that is, as a son inherits the goods and privileges 
of his father, so also they were the ones who were to receive the 
fulfillment of the blessings foretold in the prophecies and in the 
covenant which God had made with Abraham. Hence, in the di- 
vine plan, to them first was to be given the opportunity of re- 
ceiving the blessings of the risen. Messias, salvation through the 
forgiveness of sin. To them first—but then also to all men, for 
the death of Christ is for the salvation of all. But at this point, 
the discourse was interrupted, as you know. 


MR. J: Yes; while they were still talking, the 
authorities Game and arrested them. They put them 
in jail that night, to wait for trial in the morning. But still, there 
were many people who believed, bringing the total of Christians 
to five thousand. But I don’t understand the grounds for the 
arrest, Father. 


FATHER S: St. Luke tells us that there were two charges: 
that the Apostles were teaching in the Temple without authori- 
gation, and that they were proclaiming the Resurrection of Jesus. 
The second charge seems definitely strange as a crime, at least to

us. But you see that the Sadducees are among those who brought | 
about the arrest. They were the wealthy, aristocratic party of | 
the Jews, at this time rather badly tainted with non-Jewish | 


tendencies. They denied the resurrection of the body, the exist-| 


ence of angels, and divine providence. But what bothered them 
more than simply the teaching of the resurrection of the body, 
about which they couldn’t have done anything, was the fact that 
these two men were proclaiming the Resurrection of One Whom 
they thought they had safely put out of the way months before 
this. Remember that when these same Sadducees de- 

te cided to put Our Lord out of the way, their leader, 
i Be the high priest Caiphas, had given as the reason the 
fact that, divine legate or not, He was jeopardizing their political 
privileges and good standing with the Roman conquerors. Now 
that He was being proclaimed to the people as risen from the 
dead, the whole process threatened to begin all over again. No 
doubt this was not the first they had heard of the followers of 


Jesus and their preaching, but it was the first time they had had 


this same Sanhedrin, had crucified, Whom God had raised from 
the dead. He is that stone which the Jewish leaders, the supposed 
builders of the house of God, had rejected, but which God had 
made the corner stone, the essential support of His Church. Since 
this is so, not only has the cripple received bodily soundness 
through Jesus of Nazareth, but likewise all men will receive 
their salvation from sin through Him and through Him only. By 
saying this, St. Peter is equivalently saying that the Law of itself 
cannot save a man; God had never intended that it should. The 
halance of such a statement is something we can*hardly ap- 
preciate; for these religious leaders of the Jews had so exalted 
and exaggrated the notion of the Law as to make it almost greater 
than Almighty God Who gave it. And what was the reaction of 
the authorities to this speech, Mr. Jackson? 


MR. J: They could see that Peter and John were 
IV:13-18 not educated men, and began to recognize them as 
men who had actually been with Our Lord. But they couldn't 
deny the miracle that had been performed, because the man who 
used to be a cripple was standing right there with the Apostles. 
So they held a secret conference and decided to tell the Apostles 
that they were forbidden to speak of Jesus any more. 

FATHER §8: 
see from this how pride and hatred can blind men’s judgment. 
They had to admit the miracle, but instead of drawing from it the 
only possible conclusion—that is, that Jesus is truly the Messias 
and that they must now admit their fault in crucifying Him—they 
still think that. they can frustrate the work of Almighty God Him- 
self by forbidding the Apostles to speak any more of Jesus. Such 
‘s the blindness of those who refuse obstinately to accept the light 
of God. 


1V:19-20 The answer of the Apostles is a stinging rebuke 


silent. The Sanhedrin can hold another secret session if need be 
to decide which is to be done; as for the Apostles, the case is clear: 


they must continue to bear witness to what they have seen and 
heard. 


1V-91-92 The Sanhedrin would have dearly loved to be able 


to silence once for all these defiant men. But what 
could they do? There in plain sight was the man who had been 
healed, a cripple from birth, a cripple for more than forty years! 
And so thy could only threaten, hoping against hope that this 
would be the end of it all, but knowing full well in their hearts that 
it would not. But were the Apostles set free in spite of that? 
winaee MR. J: Yes, Father. They went back to the 
Christians. and told them all that had taken place. 
And when the faithful heard it, they all joined in a prayer of 
thanksgiving. to God. : 

FATHER §S: And well they might. As their prayer of 
thanksgiving itself tells us, here was being unrolled before their 
very eyes the fulfillment of the prophecy made about the Messias 
in Psalm 2. God, the Creator of Heaven and earth, had foretold 
that the nations and peoples, the kings and rulers would rise in 
rebellion against the Messias. But He had further foretold in the

At the same 
time, both they and the Christians in Jerusalem must have spent 
many hours in prayer that God would see fit through these trials 
to spread the merits of the Redemption of Our Lord. They didn’t 
have long to wait for their trial, did they? 

MR. J: No, Father. The next morning there 
videsed was a gathering of the Jewish authorities. They 
brought in Peter and John and questioned them on their right to 
do what they had done. 

FATHER S: These authorities were the Sanhedrin of the 
Jews. As you may remember, this council, which is the one which 
condemned Christ, was made up of the three classes which St.

The constitution will bé produced, 
in the end, mainly by the Staff 
Committee working in Chicago; but 
the program will come from the 
suggestions of the thirty geograph- 
ical regions into which the country 
has been divided for the purposes 
of administration. Problems do not 
exist nationally; they exist on in- 
dividual campuses — Catholic and 
non-Catholic. And they can be 
solved best by Catholic students 
who take an interest in their solu- 
tion, who are leaders with a sense 
of responsibility for the betterment 
of the student-world — beginning 
with the local campus. 


There is a great reservoir of this 
potential] leadership; it was clearly 
illustrated in Chicago, and it ap- 
pears that all that is needed is the 
opportunity to exercise it. If the 
Catholic colleges persist in restrict- 
ing the activities of the students to 
their own campuses, they are com- 
mitting a serious sin of omission. 
If Catholic students are willing and 
able to be leaders of students as 
students, then let them lead. 

At the same time it is equally 
clear that this Catholic student 
leadership is mainly potential; de-

In addition to the professional 
education, some development of 
Catholic leadership qualities is es- 
sential There must be training in 
the POWERS OF OBSERVATION

(without an applied program of 
remedial] action, the preliminaries 
are of little value.) : 

If we are concerned with the 
problem of student government, 
for example, we have to ask what 
kind of government exists, whether 
it has any authority or not, wheth- 
er it should have or not, what ef- 
fect its lack of authority (:f such 
is the case) has on the students 
as a group, whether a change 
should be effected, what it should 
be, and how it should be brought 
about. 


Student leaders in the process of 
development may make mistakes; 
that cannot be avoided. But it 
would be a far more dangerous er- 
ror to eliminate the possibility of 
mistakes by eliminating the oppor- 
tunity for decisions, 

The student community, national 
and international, is organizing; 
those of us who were in Europe 
during the past summer can vouch 
for that.

PENED Jan. 6, 1902, on W. 
National Ave., and first known 
as Our Lady of Mercy Academy 
with an enrollment of 50 day 
pupils and boarders in all the 
ades including the ninth, Mercy 
igh, now located at 1720 S. 29th 
St. in a $500,000 educational plant, 
has seen its registration mount to 
400 pupils. The school is conducted 
by the Sisters of Mercy. 


Shortly after its founding, the 
school began to give a complete 
high school course, which is the 
extent of its educational instruc- 
tion today. To make room for in- 
creasing numbers in the high 
school department, the primary 
grades were discontinued in 1918, 
the grammar grades in 1921 and 
the boarding school in 1923. 


Since further expansion was im- 
possible at the W. National Ave. 
site, it soon became evident that 
a larger tract of land farther 
west, but still serving the South 
side area,-was needed. The pres- 
ent location furnished space for 
a much larger building and a 
beautiful campus, and the new 
Mercy High was opened in Sep- 
tember, 1925, with a high school 
enrollment of 250. 


While the majority of Mercy 
High’s students come from Mil- 
waukee’s South and West Sides, 
the suburbs are well represented 
by girls-from St. Francis, Cudahy, 
South Milwaukee, West Milwau- 
kee, West Allis, Hales Corners, 
Wauwatosa, Waukesha,  Brook- 
field and Butler. A smattering 
number of students are from out 
of the city. 


A distinctive characteristic of 
Mercy High’s instruction is the 
Cefinite provision made in the 
urriculum for character building. 

ch student is enrolled in a 
course of religion throughout her 
entire high school career, and 
every effort is made to guide the 
student “to translate her religion 
into terms of living.” 

The courses offered give ample 
opportunity for college prepara- 
tery work, with close attention to 
science for those interested in 
nursing. 

Since a large number wish to 
yrepare for commercial work, 
Shorthand, typewriting, general 
business, bookkeeping and office 
practice are offered. Sewing is 
an elective open to students in 
any course. Speech, music and 
art offer opportunities for cul- 
tural development. 

Athletic activities comprise bas-

Hooper Et Al... 


“T can answer that ‘one for 
you,” writes Joseph Grindle of 
Washington, D. C. “No National 
League Research Bureau would 
ever show it, for it happened in 
the American League, right here 
in. Washington, 
Johnson’s best pitching days. 
Harry Hooper, one of Boston’s 
great outfielders of the days of 
Hooper, Speaker and Lewis, was 
leadoff man in this game. | think 
it was a morning game on July 4. 
Hooper hit the first ball pitched 
by Johnson over the right field 
fence for a home run and it was 
the only run of the game.” 


“I wish to call your attention 
to a game played here about 30 
years ago between Washington 
and the Boston Red Sox,” writes 
William VY. Griffin, also of Wash- 
ington. “Walter Johnson was 
pitehing for Washington and, if 
my memory serves me right, the 
first batter up for Boston was 
Harry Hooper, who hit a home 
run and this was the only run 
of the game.” 


Since two veteran baseball 
fans of Washington, writing 
separately and apparently un- 
known to each other, recall that 
particular feat by Harry Hooper, 
ffien it most certainly must have 
occurred in Washington. But 
there were others, too. 


“In the second game of a

had compiled 15 or 16 in a row. At 
that, they have numbered Holy 
Cross among their victims, and 
Holy Cross all season long was 


‘rated one of the best in the, east. 


Duquesne’s record is all the 
more remarkable when you real- 
ize that they have no home floor 
of their own. They used to play 
in their own gym on their own 
campus in downtown Pittsburgh, 
but after both teams and the 
officials got in there, there 
wasn’t much room for spécta- 
tors. But that never stopped 
the Dukes or Davies, their fiery 
mentor. They took ‘em all in 
stride, and finally constant nag- 
ging by some of us Pittsburgh 
sports writers of those days 
eventually forced the University 
of Pittsburgh and Carnegie Tech 
to “recognize” Duquesne and 
put the latter on their schedules. 
And I believe it was one sen- 
tence by Paul Sullivan, then a 
Duquesne student who was writ- 
ing sports on the old Pitts- 
burgh Gazette-Times, which 
turned the trick. At _ least, 
Paul’s clever quipping gave the 
whole town a laugh, and drew 
attention to the fact that, while 
Pitt and Tech were claiming a 
lot of things, they neither one 
had licked Duquesne, nor. had 
either played Duquesne. 


Anyhow, for the benefit of 
those who are not familiar with 
Pittsburgh, Pitt and Carnegie 
Tech are located near each other 
in what is known locally as the 
Schenley Park district, in the 
city’s Fourth Ward. The Du- 
quesne campus is located on a 
bluff at the edge of Pittsburgh's 
Golden Triangle, in the city’s 
First Ward. A day or so before 
Pitt and Tech met on the court, 
one of the city’s afternoon 
papers carried a screaming 
headline to the effect that “Pitt 
and Tech Will Clash for City 
Championship.” 

The next morning, Sullivan 
commented on this in his Ga- 
zette-Times column as follows: 


“What Pitt and Tech are 
meeting for is the champion- 
ship of the Fourth Ward, which 
doesn’t happen to include the 
Duquesne campus.” 


That gave the city’s sports fans 
a good laugh, and started such 
agitation that eventually Pitt and 
Carnegie had to put Duquesne on 
their basketball schedules—to their 
great regret and embarrassment,

to. travel up the Monongahela 
River to McKeesport to. play its 
home games, but if te Dukes 
wind up with the national inter- 
collegiate championship they'll

scious of life that death cannot 
annul; of an eternal happiness be- 
yond Time’s power to confer. 

It was His divine knowledge, the 
substance of our Catholic faith, 
that made Golgotha tolerable, 
reasonable to Christ on the Cross 
and to Mary at the foot of the 
Cross. 


The more we enter into the 
mind of Christ in His Passion the 
better will we imitate His patient 
eourage on our own Way of the 
Cross, our daily life. The better 
to penetrate His thoughts on Cal- 
vary, the Church, in her Lenten 
Liturgy, re-lives the incidents of 
the Passion. 


Catholics miss much of this re- 
generative effect of. the liturgy, 
because, too commonly, it is fear- 
ed, they are present in church 
during religious services more in 
the role of mere listeners or on- 
lookers rather than as active par- 
ticipants, alert, creative co-work- 
ers or actors in the divine drama. 


Assume The 
Role Of Christ 


Professional actors when they 
are assigned a part in a theatrical 
drama don not only the outer 
dress proper to the part, but, in 
order better to interpret their 
roles, they also identify themselves 
interiorly with the persons they 
represent; copy their interiors as 
well as their exteriors. Through- 
out the play they practical! e- 
come in thought, feeling and dis- 
position as well as in speech, dress 
and action the characters they por- 


‘tray—kings, beggars, sinners or 
saints. 

Catholics, to profit as they 
‘should by their attendance at 


public religious devotions, the dra- 
matic imitation of Jesus Christ, 
must abandon their practically 
listless attitude as onlookers and 
become instead interested, alert 
actors in the divine drama. 


Christ at his public devotions due 
merely to natural indolence, to a 
false sense of natural unworthi- 
ness or is it rather due to a per- 
sonal lack of faith, despite the au- 
thority of the Church, that human 
beings however drab they seem 
are nevertheless truly the sons of 
God, each one of us divine through 
grace, an alter Christus?

Dr. Gurian continued, In part, 
as follows:

Beliefs Of Instructor Influence 
All His Teaching, Cardinal Says 


London, March 10.—(NC)—There is no subject under 
the sun which is not influenced by the religious beliefs of its 
expounder, His Eminence Bernard Cardinal Griffin, Arch- 
bishop of Westminster, declared in an address at the formal 
opening of Maria Assumpta Training College for women 
teachers in Kensington Square. 


“Even in the question of mathe-< 


matics the teacher can insist on 
the first principles of justice,” he 
explained. “Take the question of 
science. We have been told very 
stupidly that there is opposition 
between science and religion. But 
if science keeps to its own field 
of observation it will never con- 
flict with religion. It is when 
scientists draw illogical conclu- 
sions from their facts, or everstep 
the bounds of science, that they 
can do so much harm” 

“History is a question on which 
prejudice, bias, can affect true 
interpretation,” he continued. 
“Another important matter on 
which teachers are expected to he 
informed and to know how to 
impart information is sex instruc- 
tion. Some people imagine that 
if you tell a child all about sex 
it will make the child a better 
Christian. This view neglects en- 
tirely the existence of original 
sin. There is a right and a wrong 
way of giving sex instruction. A 
great deal of harm has already 
been done to boys and girls in 
their teens by the indiscriminate 
teaching of sex.” 

“A Christian way of life will 
affect everything we say and ev- 
erything we do.”

Florence, Italy, March 10—(NC)
